And mozeouer her highnelle pleaſure and commandementis , that all 6 ſinguler 
Matozs,Sberiffes,Bayliftes, Conlables and other officers to whom it apperteineth,that they, and eyerp 
of them with diligence,cauſe and ſee thatthis her Pzoclamation be put in due execution ater the tenour 
of the ſame, and allo accozding to another acte of Parliament eftabitthed in the Parliament aboue rehear- 
fed againf ſuch as will refuſe to ſell their wines at pzices tared as ts afo:eſaid,as they will anſwere there-
